all. budget is allocated to police 
services and how many residents 
there are per officer. 

The size of the ®verall budget 
pie has a lot to do with the 
amount of police spending per 
resident. s 

For example, at the high end 
of the scale, the city of Fenton 
spends an average $414 per resi- 
dent for police protection. Com- 
paratively, at the low end of the 
scale, Chesterfield spends the an 
average of $74 per resident. (See 
chart). 

Considering the cities’ overall 
budgets, however, Fenton invests 
an average of 37 percent of its 
city budget in police protection. 
Chesterfield, ~which—spends~ con- 
siderably less per resident, 
invests an average of 40 percent 
of its city budget, about 3 per- 
cent more than Fenton. 

St. Clair County spends an 
average of $20 per capita, com-* 


. enough money 


pared with St. Louis City, which 
spends an average of $220. St. 
Louis invests 29 percent of its 
city budget on police protection 
St’ Clair invests only slightly 
less at 25 percent. 

“Obviously, any chief or sher- 
iff is going to tell you that 
they’re inadequately funded,” 
said J.W. “Skip"’ Bennett, direc- 
tor of training for the Southywest- 
ern Illinois Law Enforcement 
Commission. ‘‘There’s never 
(but) if you 
want to have proactive pro- 
grams like D.A.R.E. (Drug 
Awareness and Resistance Edu- 
cation), which is one of the most 
successful programs of: its kind, 
that requires money. It requires 
an officer taking time to do. 
that.’’ 

With violent crime on the ri 
Bennett said, and with munic 
palities and counties suffering 
from a lack of adequate funds 
for nearly all programs, the end 
result can only be an increase in 
the nation’s crime rate

to anarchy,” Bennett said, “‘at 
least in those communiti that 
are not experiencing largess.’’ 

The city of St. George (popula- 
tion 1,359) in south St. Louis 
County is one community that is 
not experiencing largess, its 
Rolice chief said. 

Paul Roy, chief of the St. 
George Police Department and 
tr urer of Missouri's Small 
Cities Police Chiefs Organiza- 
tion, said police agencies are 
facing tight times. 

“Most police departments are 
trying to service their communi- 
ty to the best of their ability 
But a lot of the police depart- 
ments are undermanned and 
understaffed,’’ Roy said. 
“There’s constant complaints 
from the chiefs of police (about 
the funding).” 

Roy said departments in small 
cities such as St. George are 
entirely dependent on local tax 
reventies for support because 


they do not qualify for state and 
federal grant funds for programs 
such as D.A.R.E. Lacking those 
funds, he said, the departments 
must tap into their already limit- 
ed funds to provide such pro- 
grams. 

But large or small, all commu- 
nities need_more money, said 
Perry Winged executive director 
of the Missour) Sheriff's Associa- 
tion. 


“I’m not aware of any juris- 
dictien in the state of Missouri 
that is overfunded,” Winget said. 
“The demand for law enforce- 
ment services is far greater than 
the availability of funds. 

“That includes all areas. We 
need better paid officers. We 
need more +raining. We need to 
put more emphasis into our drug _ 
programs and the other parts of 
our programs like our preven- 
tion programs. The Neighbor- 
hood Watch and the D.A.R.E. 
programs are doing real well 
and we'd like to see that contin- 
ue

have been weakened to the point it has lost its effectiveness,’’ Selph 
said. “By then it is probably too late and you can only look forward 
to more and more problems.’ 

In Madison, Police Chief Charlie Bridick said, ‘‘We could always 
use more money. We took a cut about two years ago, cut 20 percent 
ae the. department. But I think we are handling things pretty 
well.” 

Bridick said it is hard to budget for a police department because it 
is impossible to halt some phase of law enforcement because the 
department has run out of money. 

“We can’t stop investigating crimes because we run out of film for 
the camera or stop feeding our prisoners because we run out of 
money,’’ Bridick said. ry 

Venice Police Chief James Bennett said “there is no doubt’’ his 
department is underfunded, but said it is not underfunded to the 
point it hurts law enfercement. 

“The biggest thing it hurts is morale,’’ Bennett said. “My men 
have had no true raise in 10 years and the only way they can earn a 
salary comparable to other area departments is to work a lot of 
overtime.” 

Bennett said there is plenty of overtime work available, ‘‘needed 
overtime,’’ because the nine-officer staff leaves no leeway for vaca- 
tions and illnesses. He said overtime also allows the department to 
have some special patrols in problem areas. 

Even with tight budgets, Selph said he believes police departments 
need to make the most effective use of their law enforcement 
resources. He said he believes proactive law enforcement and proac- 
tive programs such as Drug Abuse Resistance Education and neigh- 
borhood watch are the answer to reducing crime. 

“But right now our ‘officers are so busy being rea 





ive they have 


«no..time to spare for being -proactive,** he said. “I’m all for a 


proactive force, but you have to have the manpower.’ 

The problem with pushing for proactive law enforcement, Selph 
said, is that it is impossible to prove its effectiveness. 

“It’s not like assembly line work where you can count the end 

product. There is no way to gauge the results,’’ Selph said. 
. “How many crimes are prevented just by a police officer being 
present?) How many speeders are slowed down just by seeing a 
Police car on the side of the road and how many accidents are 
prevented? 

“What's the first thing you do when you are driving and see a 
police car? You slow down. Well think how a burglar feels when he 
sees a police car. Don’t you think he changes his plans? 

« “On the other hand, if you are walking in a dark, deserted, lonely 
sate and see a police car you are going to get a pretty good 
feeling.” / 

Bennett and Bridick also agreed-that-preaetive—programs—are-both- 
hhecessary and sometimes a hard sell. 

Despite the thin staffing at the Venice Department, Bennett said he 
currently -has an officer in DARE training and continues to run a 
number of proactive programs. 

“Sure, it may take a guy off the street for a couple, three hours 
here and there, but (these programs are) something we need to 
have. Operating them doesn’t cause any undue problems.”

Per capita funding for the Granite City Police Department is below 
the average, while the Madison and Venice and Collinsville depart- 
ments are slightly above average, as compared to 11 municipal 
departments in Madison and St. Clair counties. 

In Granite City, about $97 is spent for each resident on police 
protection. That is somewhat below the $104 average for current 
budget years. 

Both Madison and Venice are slightly above the average at $115 
and $112 respectively. 

Out of the 11 local communities, Troy spends the largest per- 


centage of its general fund budget — 58 percent — on police protec- 


tion. The average was 32.6 percent. 

Such statistics are an inexact comparison of individual depart- 
ments, officials say. 

“Numbers aren't really telling you too much,”' said Madison Police 
Chief Charlie Bridick. ‘‘Maybe if you knew (the number of) crimi- 
nals per capita you’d have something.” : 

“It’s hard to’compare one department against another,’ Collins- 
ville Police Chief John Swindle said. “Fairview Heights, for exam- 
ple: They don’t have that many residents, but during the daytime 
with the mall and everything they have a lot more people.” 

Swindle and Troy Police Chief Robert Noonan both said they could 
serve their communities better with more funding. 

“Certainly our funding isn’t real expansive money,” Noonan said. 
“It's basically a maintenance budget with the exception that they 
are allowing some money for the computer system we’re putting in 
this year.” 

Madison County spends an average of $21 per capita for police 
protection, and St. Clair County spends about $20 per capita. This 
represents 8 percent and 25 percent of the budgets of the respective 
counties.

Judge tells Vest he 
should hire lawyer 


Dr. Thomas Bruce Vest should hire a lawyer to defend himself 
against Medicare fraud charges, a federal judge insisted Friday. 

“You're facing extremely serious, complex criminal charges,” 
U.S. District Judge William. Beatty said. ‘‘You should have an 
attorney to represent you.”” 

Vest has said he will defend himself against charges he billed 
mieaicars) and private insurance companies for fraudulent medical 
claims. 

The 40-count mail fraud indictment charges Vest put false symp- 
toms in patients’ files at his Doctors Clinic, 4325 Alby. St., Alton, 
near Alton Square. 

Vest then performed expensive diagnostic tests on the patients 
and sent the bills to Medicare ‘and insurance companies, the indict- 
ment claims. 

Vest, 64, appeared before Beatty Friday to argue his motion to 
dismiss the fraud charges. ‘‘There’s not a shred of evidence to 
show I violated any law,” Vest told a reporter. 

Beatty, however, postponed the hearing on Vest’s defense 
motions until the doctor consults with an‘attorney. 

“It's a 40-count indictment, and the penalty is five years on each 
count,’’ Beatty told Vest. ‘““‘You could be sentenced to a long time 
in_the penitentiary. You could be fined millions of dollars.”’ 

Vest said he would follow Beatty’s advice. 

“I'll talk with a lawyer and then decide whether to hire’ one,” 
Vest told a reporter. 

He told Beatty he could not afford to pay the $300,000 that one 
attorney offered to charge to defend him. +‘I don’t have the funds 
to pay the lawyer.’’ z -

The House, without oj ition 
or debate, followed the Senate 
Wednesday in approving the 
simplified’ divorce legislation 
proposed by the Illinois State 
Bar Association. The bill would 
help lower costs of divorces for 
modest-income couples who 
choose to split without the use of 
attorneys. 


The governor would have to 


sign the bill and the Iilinois r 


Supreme Court would have to 
issue rules to implement it 
before the forms for the easier 
divorces were available. That 
process, however, could take 
months, state officials said. 


Only childless couples with few 
assets, modest income, no dis- 
sh over property and relative- 

short marriages would quali- 


ie approved Edgar, forms 
would available from circuit 
clerks along with brochures 
explaining how to use the simpli- 
fied procedure. 

Although lawyers would not 
have to hired for couples to 
jointly petition for the simplified 
divorce, the brochures would 
have to advise them it is in their 
best interests to consult attor- 
neys. Couples would also be 
warned that they were perma- 
nently waiving future financial 
claims, such as alimony. 

Those seeking to use the pro- 
cedure must have no real estate, 
no other property worth more 


than $5,000 and combined annual 
incomes of less than $25,000. 
They also must have disclosed 
all debts and liabilities to each 
other and reached a written 
agreement on dividing joint 
property and responsibility for 
debts. 


The couple also must have 
been separated for at least six 
months but not married more 
than five years. 

They must also jointly appear 
before a judge, who is required 
to expeditiously consider the 
case and grant the divorce if he 
finds their agreement not 
unconscionable.”” 

No transcripts would be 
required for the judicial hear

State Ist with pay phones for deaf

Illinois is the first state in the 
country to install outdoor pay 
phones for the deaf and hard-oi- 
hearing. 

“This technology has made it 
possible for people who are 
hard-of-hearing to have the same 
access,’’ said Charlie Martin, 
acting director of the state 
Department of Rehabilitation 
Services. 

Representatives of the Illinois 
Department of Transportation, 


the Illinois Commerce’ Commis- 
sion and the Illinois Association 
of the Deaf joined Martin in a 
ribbon-cutting ceremony April 29 
at the southbound Interstate 55 
rest area near Sherman. 

The outdoor pay Telecommuni- 
cation Devices for the 
Deaf/Teletypewriters 
(TDDs/TTYs) are regular pay 
phones. However, at the base of 
the phone is a small retractable 
keyboard and display screen. A 
deaf or speech-impaired cailer 
can type in his or her conversa- 
tion and read the other 
TDD/TTY user’s message over 


the display screen. 

The TDD stores the conversa 
tion in a 2,000-character memory 
bank. The caller can scroll 
through the memory to review 
the conversation (which are 
erased at the end of each call to 
ensure privacy). 

The phone device is-made by 
Ultratec Inc. It is designed to 
work with any public phone. The 
company agreed to donate the 
equipment and services for the 
project’s first year. 

Prior to the installation of the 
devices, people who are deaf or 
hard-of-hearing had to seek help
